They do NOT speak with the Bible on the subjects of Baptism, the Forgive- 
ness of Sin, the Eucharist, Marriage, Divorce, the Character of Christ's Church, its 


They are NOT silent with the Bible or the subject of the Bible itself: on 
what constitutes its Canon, its Inspiration, its Divine Authority; on the subject of Ob- 
servance of Sunday; on the Rule of Faith they claim to observe.

Fur- 
ther my work in the community was 
such that in many instances, | dare 
say, | was known by sight to a large 
part of the congreration. 

I differ slightly in my experience 
'from some eho have written. I did

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GET BETTER ACQU AINTED. 

‘Lhose who have been following the letters on the third 
page of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR dealing with the subject 
“What is the Matter with Our Young People?’, will have 
observed that all of them speak about the lack of sociability 
among our people. They claim that it is easier to become 
acquainted with non-Catholics ‘than with Catholies, even in 
communities where the Catholic element is large. The con- 
verts, who have written on this subject, tell how much more 
slowly they have become acquainted with Catholic people 
since their conversion than they did with the members of the 
church they left. Of course, thcy assure us that, through 
their conversion, they have found something which far more 
than compensates them for their loss of human friendship; 
but why could they not find new friends with their new faith? 
One of our essayists suggested that mere presence of a per- 


son at Mass should warrant his or her recognition on the 
part of any or all members of the congregation. This is a 
suggestion worth adopting. The Apostle St. John wrote 


that those who worshipped in the same church in his day 
were known among the non-Christian people as “those who 
loved one another.” St. Paul tells us that we should “do good 
to all men, but especially to those who are of the household 
of the faith.” This one priceless thing which we have in 
common, which brings us to a comnion Eucharistic’Banquet, 
which leads us to rub elbows in the same pew, should make 
us sociable outside the church door even without a formal 
introduction to one another. 

While Catholics do not regard their church as a social. 
‘lub, and do not go to Mass to form acquaintance, all people 
n a Catholic parish should be sociable, and means should be 
rrovided to promote closer acquaintance. 

Only today a gentleman told me that 
Protestant service last Sunday, that every one recognized 
him, many approached to shake his hand, he was introduced 
to the minister, who in turn introduced him to his wife, he 
was given literatu:e to take home, and was quite generally 
embarrassed. This was more of a welcome than the gentle- 
man cared for, and he is not likely to return to the same 
church next Sunddy. But why should not every Catholic 
stranger who attends Mass receive a hand-shake, or at least 
a greeting from some one—outside the church door after the 
services. 

Let us suggest that you leave the church property with 
less of a rush, and that you greet one another before you 
separate from thé¥crowd. If you see a stranger walking 
down the strect alone, join him or her and say a friendly 
word. 
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THE INDEPENDENT ERRS 


From The Independent we learn that the Catholic clergy 
of Czecho-Slovakia have petitioned the Pope to allow them to 
marry. The Independent says that the Catholic clergy of the 
Ruthenians already have this privilege. With due respect 
for The Independent we would say that the Ruthenian clergy 
have no such privilege, nor has any body of clergy in the 
Catholic world. 

The Church has never since the days of her infancy per- 
mitted her clergy to marry. At the very beginning Saint 
Paul laid down the principle that the ministers of the Gospel 
should be like himself. Saint Paul never married. While we 
have arguments to prove that Saint Peter was married we 
know that he did not live with his wife after his call to the 
Apostolate. Otherwise he could not have said “We have left 
all things and followed Thee.” As early as the days of Saint 
Epiphanius we find celibacy the ecclesiastical rule of the 
priesthood and accepted as something that was established 
by the Apostles. This great Doctor declares: “Holy Church 
respects the dignity of the priesthood to such a point that 
she does not admi\, to the diaconate, the priesthood or the 
episcopate, nor even to the subdiaconate, any one still living 
in marriage and begetting children. She accepts only him 
who, if married, gives up his wife or has lost her by death, 
especially in those places where the ecclesiastical Canons are 
strictly observed.””. While the holy Doctor admits that there 
were localities in which priests and deacons were married, he 
argues against thé practice as most unbecoming ahd urges 
that the Church, under the guidance of the Holy Ghost, has 
always shown her disapproval of such conduct. 

There have been abuses in the matter of the celibacy of 
the clergy. These abuses were never officially reeognized by 
the Church. The Jndependent speaks of the Ruthenian 
priests and declares that they have the privilege of marrying. 
In the Eastern Church it is a general principle that married 

slerics are not eligible for higher Orders. In the Russian 
Church they must either be married in accordance with the 
Canons, that is not to a widow, or else as a preliminary to 
ordination they are asked whether they will promise to ob-
